Mr. Uoebel had one thin?, only one 
thing, in common with Mr. McKlnley; 
he was assailed by an assassin. Kveu 
in the character of the attack there was 
re, for Mr. Ooebel's cowardly 
1 in ambush, whereas the

Mr. McKlnley united his party and 
songhtto satisfy all factions ; Mr. Uoebel 
trampled down opposition, and made 
the majority of his party yield to his 
small personal faction. 

Mr. McKinley received his nomina- 
tion by acclamation ; Mr. tioebel took 
his nomination by force and fraud. 

Mr. McKlnley conducted hia cam- 
paign in a pacific temper, appealing to 
the intelligence, and not to the passion, 
of his hearers. 

Mr. Goebel conducted his campaign 
with personal ferocity, and he and hi* 
organs denounced those who dared 
oppose him as "murderers and ma- 
rauders." 

Mr. McKinley was duly elected and 
was congratulated by his competitor. 

Mr. Goebel was defeated and de- 
nounced his competitor for claiming 
the election. 

Mr. McKlnley, in his one defeat, 
bowed to the will of the people, as ex- 
pressed at the polls. 

Mr. Goebel defied the people, sum- 
moned his bulldozers to Frankfort, and 
began before the Legislature Jul the 
contest he had conducted before the 



To emphasize this contrast in the L 
characters and in the public careers of j | 
these men we turn to their portrayal by 
Judge Cantrill's good friend, and now 
serTile imitator, Henry Watterson. At 
the Auditorium Monday night Mr. Wat- 
terson said of Mr. McKinley: 

McKlnley, the man. McKinley, the 
fignre-of-speech, is least to be consid- 
ered. He has but one time to die. If he 
dies now. he goes as Lincoln went, a 
glorious sacrifice to a glorious cause; 
leaving behind him nut a private enemy 
in the world able to lustify bis enmity; 
but followed to the grave by an endless 
chain of mourning countrymen moving 
through a land teeming with prosperity. 
Itwaehls happv lot in life to confirm 
the unification of that land; vastly to 
augment its area and its power. To 
him the past at least is secure, and if 
he dies now, he dies a blessed martyr: 
his name to be carried down the ages 
along with the names of the best be- 
loved, the most renowned. 

All of us this night are McKinley 
men; not alone because we know thai 
he is a good man struck down by the 
hand of a brutal assassin; but because 
he la our chieftain, our representative, 
struck down because we plaeei' 
the front of the battle; because

Washington, Oct. 0.— There ha* 
been no surrender by Knglnnd to the 
United States in the matter of new 
isthmian canal treaty according to 
the best authority here, it is said 
to be equally tnie that the United 
States has sacrificed no principle in 
these negotiations, and the effect of 
contrary statements ie deprecated ns 
likely to seriously jeopardize the 
oh:vnc*« of the consummation of the 
convention which slmll fimvlly nnd 
peacefully settle an issue that has 
been n source of danger for the past 
50 years. 

It is said that what actually ha» 
happened is thnt euch side has pre- 
served the underlying principle of the 
Cla.rton-Bulwtsr treaty, and the new 
coinention will provide for wnter- 
waye, neutral at all times and upen> 
to commerce of the world. The Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty, however, drawn 
half a century ago. has proved to ba- 
de feotive in mechunicism for tricing 
effect to this purpose. The new treaty, 
which is similar, provides for this 
mechanism. England is relieved from 
the guarantee, which, in her case wan. 
only troublesome, and which, being 
assumed by the United States in toto, 
is tpiite ns effective. As viewed from 
the American point of view, even 
there was no surrender on England** 
part in seeking this relief inasmuch 
as the above mentioned principle is 
reiterated and affirmed as binding 
upon the United States. As for the 
form of treaty. It may lie stated that 
it embodies, in substance, the amend- 
ments of the llay-l'auncefofe treaty. 
Which were adopted by the senate, 
and beyond that the conditions are 
believed to be textual rather than 
substantial.
